prices in almost every line of goods. 
Prices on stamps, too, will advance. 
This is but logical for with the in- 
creased income for the average man, 
one will have more money to spend 
and the age old law of price based 
on supply and demand will have its 
effect on the stamp market for there 
will be more of the boys who want 
that superb 5c 1847 offered in the 
auction catalog. This means higher 
bids and that is higher prices. Even 
so, what better place to put your ex- 
tra dollars than in choice stamps. 
This has proven a sound and safe 
place in the past and history will 
doubtless repeat again. 

Not only the choice items will ad- 
vance, but we can also expect an ad- 
vance in price on the bottom end of 
the stamp market which is repre- 
sented best by the cheap packet busi- 
ness. Lack of supplies of cheap 
stamps which have previously been 
imported from the cheap labor mar- 
kets of Europe is certain to have, its 
effect on the price of packets of all 
kinds and a stiffening in this field is 
as certain as in the field of rarities. 
Perhaps the only stamps that will not 
be greatly affected by the present 
crisis are the flow of new issues, 
which altho curtailed will be rather 
cheaper in price than higher, because 
of currency depreciation in the stable 
countries. Also the mediocre middle 
class material which forms the basis 
of most approval sheets will not show 





any eonsiderable advance in retail 





value for some time to come, altho 
wholesale prices on this class of mer- 
chandise are certain to stiffen. 

The dealer who has the nerve to 
offer on approval sheets at the right 
kind of a price, all those off centered 
and poorer copies of stamps that he 
has hesitated to offer in the past will 
find a growing market for the better 
stamps of this quality. 

On the other hand, the dumping of 
many fine collections that were form- 
erly auctioned in England will bring 
a tremendous supply of good material 
to America and the finer things 
should be absorbed at good prices. 

With these price advances. in 
stamps collectors can also expect to 
see an increase in prices of albums, 
pages, and st plies. Already it is 


difficult to get cei... ¢azer and sup- 
plies that enter :: ‘ Philatelic 
Supply line anc’ pric TeaccS are 
the natural answer to -.c:. a situa- 


tion. 

Linprint have already founri this 
to be true. An order for a quantit, 
of a certain Sulphite Ledger vaper 
which we have been usin, ‘1 certain 
album pages could not be filied for 
lack of stock and no certainty u: o 
when it could be obtained from the 
mills.

Such a situation would therefore 
seem to be a warning to collectors 
to buy supplies now, while prices sre 
still at the old point. We anticipate 
being obliged to make an advance be- 
fore many more weeks are past. Some

1942 Edition Of The 
Standard Postage Stamp Catalog 
Will Be Ready September 15th 





Every collector and dealer will 
need the 1942 Edition of the Stan- 
dard Postage Stamp Catalogue, for 
it contains more changes of prices 
than any previous edition. From a 
number of pages taken at random, 
they average nearly 25 changes to 
each page, and as there are over 1500 
pages in the Catalogue, you can 
figure it out for yourself. There are 
actually tens of thousands of price 
changes. 

Many conditions have contributed 
to this large number of changes. The 
war has cut off the dependable sup- 
ply of many of the early issues, and 
all of those remaining in the Ameri- 
can market have been slowly and 
quietly disappearing until practically 
all of them are absorbed. This ap- 
plies, generally, to the medium and 
cheaper stamps of the 19th Century. 
The more recent issues have been 
more plentiful partly due to the quan- 
tities that have been brought to this 
country by refugees. On the other 
hand, the rare stamps have been com- 
ing on the market in increasing 
volume through the medium of auc- 
tion sales, and as a consequence they 
have not risen in price in the same 
proportion as the medium priced 


stamps. 
We also wish to call attention to 
certain countries and issues of 


stamps which have been completely 
rewritten. Austria, China, Finland 
and Norway are good examples of 
some of these rewritten issues. Spe- 
cialists have demanded that we in-

We are 
Very anxious to get the reaction of

Elsewhere in this issue of the 
News, is a brief review of a Cata- 
logue of the Postage Stamps of Ja- 
pan. On first glance I thought that 
there would be little that could be 
learned from this catalogue which 
might be of interest to American col- 
lectors, but a study of the booklet in 
comparison with the Scott catalogue 
shows that there is much in this Jap- 
anese catalog that can be deciphered 
and that will doubtless be of interest 
to collectors. 

The catalogue is printed almost 
wholly in Japanese characters, with 
the exception of a few words or fig- 
ures in various places in English. It 
is by a study of these figures and a 
comparison with the Scott catalog 
that one is able to learn that there 
are many points of interest and value 
that can be gleaned. 

I shall hope to give some few facts 
of interest at this time and in a later 
issue will give a further review of 
the catalog with gleanings from its 
pages. 

One of the first issues of interest 
is that listed in Scott as the issue of 
1876-92, Scott numbers 55 to 84 in- 
clusive. As you well know, this is- 
sue a few years ago was scattered 
over a wider range of numbers and 
split up into several different sets 
or issues in the Scott catalogue, but 
the new method of grouping and ar- 
rangement of similar designs has 
brought this group under the one 
heading. 

I shall not attempt to review the 
entire issue, but will be content with 
taking a single stamp to show the 
thoroughness with which this Spe- 
cialized Catalogue of Japan has 
treated these stamps. 

Scott lists the first stamp of the 
set, the 5 rin as gray also as slate 


and lists the perforations in the set 
as 8% to 14 and Compound. 

In this Japanese catalogue we find 
this stamp is listed as gray blue, 
light blue gray, light blue black, gray 
blue on thick paper and gray blue on 
thin paper. The interesting part of 
the listing however is the perfora- 
tion varieties that are found in the 
Japanese catalogue. 

This 5 rin stamp is listed in the 
following perforations: 8%, 9, 9%, 
10, 10%, 11, 11% and 12. In com- 
pound perforations we find the fol- 
lowing: 84x9, 9x84, 9x9%, 91x9, 
11x9, 11x10, 114%x10%, 12x10, 9%x10, 
10x9%, 10%xl1, 11x10%, 11x11% 
and 11%x11. 

Many of the other stamps of this 
set are listed in from 8 to 12 differ- 
ent perforations. The one showing the 
greatest number of listings of differ- 
ent perforation varieties is the 1 sen 
black, Scott number 56 of which there 
are ten different perforations which 
are the same all around and of com- 


different combinations. 

The stamps listed above are as of 
the issue of 1876, according to the 
Japanese catalogue. We find them 
listed again as issue of 1889. 

In this second issue we find fur- 
ther perforation listings as perf. 
12%, 13 and 13%, also compound 
perfs. 1142x12, 12x11%, 18x12% and 
13%x14. 

It will thus be seen that this single 
issue of Japan would be a very fruit- 
ful field for the specialist as most of 
the stamps are listed in two or more 
pronounced shades and most of them 
on both thick and thin paper. 

The thick and thin paper varieties 
are usually most pronounced and oc- 
cur in the original first issue of 1876. 
The paper in the printings of 1889 
is more uniform throughout. 

There are many other interesting 
points to be gleaned from this Spe- 
cialized Catalogue of the Stamps of 
Japan and I shall make a further re- 
view of some later issues at a later 
date.

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Centenary of Abolition 
in Honduras 


Echoes of the ill starred Union of 
Central America are recalled in a new 
Honduras issue honoring General 
Francisco Morazan. Outstanding 
Liberal and greatest national hero of 
Honduras, he was one of the prime 
movers in the formation of the Union 
and for years thereafter largely re- 
sponsible for its maintenance. 

Formed in 1823, the Union com- 
prised Guatemala, Honduras, El Sal- 
yador, Nicaragua and Costa Rica and 
its constitution was noteworthy as 
being the first adopted by the Latin 
American republics which abolished 
slavery. But from the beginning fierce 
dissension arose between Conserva- 
tive-elements led by Guatemala and 
the Liberals headed by Morazan. At 
last Morazan was forced to flee the 
country. He returned but was ar- 
rested and executed. Sporadic at- 
tempts were made thereafter to re- 
vive the Union but all were short 
lived. 

The new Honduras stamp, a 1 cen- 
tavo brown, although issued this 
year, is intended to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of Morazan’s death 
on September 15, 1842. 

Another new Honduras issue is an 
attractive Red Cross stamp in blue 
and red. Also 1 centavo, all local and 
foreign mail will require this in ad- 
dition to regular postage. 

First day of issue on both the Al- 
mazan and the Red Cross stamps is 
August 1. Both are products of the 
American Bank Note Company.

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Postal Forgeries 








Great Britain and the United 
States of America, which between 
them have issued, according to Gib- 
bons, more than 1,500 different 
stamps, have only three times been 
troubled by forgeries made to defraud 
the revenue. 








Britain’s solitary experience of 
this kind is provided by the 1s. green 
of 1867-73, commonly known as the 
“Stock Exchange” forgeries. These 
stamps, which were not discovered 
until about 25 years after they had 
been in use, were produced apparently 
by a gang in league with a clerk at 
the Stock Exchange post office in 
London. 


Large numbers of spurious stamps 
were used on telegraph forms handed 
in at that office in 1872-73, and when 
the plate number of the genuine is- 
sue was changed from 5 to 6 during 
the latter year the forgers were 
astute enough to alter their own pro- 
ductions accordingly. 


While looking through a bundle of 
old telegraph forms in 1898, Mr. 
Charles Nissen noticed that some of 
the stamps were on unwatermarked 
paper. This led to the exposure ot 
the gigantic fraud which had robbed 
the Post Office of tens of thousands 
of pounds. 



























The lack of a watermark is the 
easiest way of telling these forgeries 
but they can be recognized also by 
the fact that the design is slightly 
blurred, and the blocks enclosing the 
corner check-letters are more or less 
rounded at the angles, notably on 
plate 5. 


The first U.S. postal forgery, of the 
2 cents carmine of 1895, made its ap- 
pearance in the same year as the 
genuine stamp, and was the work of 
a certain Mendil Howard, who was ar- 
rested in London for his misdeeds in 
US.A. The forgeries are crudely 
lithographed in a wrong shade of red, 
and are very different from the care- 
fully engraved originals. 

















Far better are the forgeries of the 
2 cents of 1922, which were dissemi- 
nated about 1935. It is believed that 
they were manufactured for the pro- 
prietor of a mail-order house, who 
wanted to reduce his postage bill. 
These forgeries are in a lighter shade 
of carmine than the genuine stamps 
and can be detected at once by the

The publishers are in receipt of the 
1941-42 edition of the “Specialized 
Catalogue of the Postage Stamps of 
Nippon.” This catalogue of over 170 
pages bound in neat flexible cloth 
binding is a complete catalogue of 
Japan and is printed throughout both 
in English and in Japanese charac- 
ters. 

Perhaps the point of greatest in- 
terest is the figures given through- 
out the catalogue for the number of 
stamps issued of most of the varie- 
ties shown. By these figures it is 
easy to see why the Silver Wedding 
Stamps of 1894 show a price of 5c 
for the 2 sen value and 20c for the 
5 sen blue. Of the former there were 
printed 14,800,000 and of the latter 
only 1,000,000. Another point of con- 
siderable interest is the information 
given with the various stamps as to 
the subject of the illustration. This 
is not found in all instances, but 
many are given and thus add to the 
interest that can be had from this 
catalogue. 

The catalogue is edited by Mr. 
Ichiro Yoshida and published by the 
Kitte Shumi Sha, 3600, Mejiro, Tokyo, 
Japan. Price is $1.00 postpaid. 


@ Montenegro was the first country 
to issue stamps commemorating the 
introduction of printing.

Price Values 


This paragraph will, of course, re- 
cord nothing unusual that is not al- 
ready known, so consider it as a me- 
dia for reflection. One often hears a 
speculative collector mention the fact 
that he has a few sets of Zepps, and 
then perhaps he will stipulate just 
how much they are worth. Perhaps 
you have not, but we have on more 
than one occasion witnessed the fu- 
tility of a man trying to sell a set of 
stamps principally because they were 
gauged at a certain price, and he 
would not accept one dollar less for 
them. The reference is to stamps 
worth above twenty-five dollars per 
set. How do people arrive at such 
basic stipulations for a price value? 
Do they guide themselves by one 
dealer whose selling price is influ- 
enced by supply and demand of the 
market? Does their regard or affec- 
tion increase or decline when the 
larger manipulator shifts the gauge? 
Couldn’t a half dozen smaller inves- 
tors bring about a same result, and 
should a buyer refuse to buy a set 
of stamps for twenty-five dollars, if 
they are sold somewhere for twen- 
ty-four? Again this is all based on 
stamps in fine condition. Here we 
are with famous American stamps 
still available, and yet they seem to 
have attained a profound situation 
for the future, and bring more in 
price for a plate-block than stamps 
issued a pace back. The quantity is- 
sued does not seem to phase the eval- 
uation because people not interested 
in Philately, such as students of 
American history bought these post- 
age pictures of the folks who shared 
in some of its glory. The National 
Parks was another set depicting the 
grandeur of our nation’s glamorous 
scenery. Mayhap the issuance of the 
first commemorative set of stamps, 
the Columbian Exposition issue, 
started the fervor. People who could 
have purchased them at face, now re- 
alize to what heights ordinary com- 
memorative postage may rise. We 
should not have written such a long 
paragraph merely to state that it is 
admirable to witness a true stamp 
collector mention that he’d be happy 
to pay a little more than the asking 
price for better copies of certain 
stamps, than to buy them if they can 
be had a little cheaper because they 
are not just up to scratch. What price 
values, and does the piper always 
pay the price? Superb material is 
seldom compared to catalog evalua- 





tions, and the same applies to off-par 
stamps. Let your conscience be your 
guide, but don’t be guyed by your 
conscience ?

Stamp Congress 
Plans Announced

Registration for the sessions will 
be fifty cents, and the annual Con- 
gress book, containing the especialiy 
prepared papers, will be available as 
usual at one dollar. Following the 
precedent set during the New York 
affair last year, a combination price 
of $1.25 has been adopted for both 
registration and the book. 

Bourse tables are to be set up in 
special rooms adjoining the exhibi- 
tion, and have been priced at $10 
apiece. Several have already been 
spoken for by dealers outside the Bos- 
ton area, according to William M. 
Kelleher, 7 Water street, Boston, and 
Augustus H. Kiusalas of Sharon, 
Mass., co-chairman of the bourse 
committee. .
